A good supply of water is es- 
sential in a livestock. opera‘ion. 

No cattleman wculd neglect to 
provide water for his herd, but 
many neglect to provide the right 
kind of water at the right loca- 
tions. There are three main, things 
to c.msider in providing water for 
livestock. 
1. Have deep unpoluted water 
for cattle. Small potholes’ of stag- 
naie water breeds 
disease. A good stock pond should 
be at least 6 feet deep. 
2. Pond should be large enough 
to provide enough water to meet 
the needs cf the cattle, one that

ccnt ef crude protein. By not feed- 
ing enough protein you get low 
prcduction. If you feed too much! 
protein, your costs are unnecessari-! 
ly high. 

Here is a guide to use in figur-| 
ing how high a percent protein 
feed to use: 

If you have excellent legume! 
hay ‘or No. 1 corn silage, you will! 
need a 12 percent crude protein 
ration. 

With average legume or grass 
hay or average silage, you will 
need a 16 percent crude protein 
ration. 

If tha hay is pocr quality grass
